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Dear Friends: Greetings from Haiti! 
Thursday at 12:45 p. m., we met the 
Pan-American plane to greet our new 
missionaries to Haiti, Rev. and Mrs. 
Paul T. Nance, who already have been 
captivated by the beauties and people 
of Haiti, and for whom we also have 
“taken a liking.” 

About 7 a. m. Saturday, a little girl 
with a basket on her head came to 
the mission home with an old man. 
She had been on her way to market 
when the old man asked alms of her. 
She, like Peter, gave what she had. 
She began to preach the gospel. When 
he said he wished to be converted, 
she brought him to our home for 
prayer, instruction, and guidance. It 
was thrilling to know that Christians 


on their way to market, with baskets 
on their heads, preach the gospel to 
the needy and lead them to God. 
Sunday, about 2:30 a. m., Ruth, 
Lucille, Brother Walker, and Brother 
Nance arose to begin a journey to 
visit one of the mountain churches. 
At 5 o’clock the jeep trip ended and 
at 6 o’clock the mule trip began. Ar- 
riving at the top of the high moun- 
tain about 9:15, we found a newly 
whitewashed church, newly trans- 
planted plants, and a happy congre- 
gation. During the service the preach- 
er in charge gave this testimony: 
“When Pastor Remus told me in April 
that the American missionaries were 
to visit me in June, I told him we 
could not get ready in time to receive 


them. He said it might be a long time 
before they could come again; so I 
called the members in for a meeting. 
In spite of their poverty they gave 
some money, and we began to work 
. While I was painting the church, 
one afternoon someone came to tell 
me a little boy was sick and the fa- 
ther wanted me to pray for him. 
The father was a ‘Grand Negre’ (a 
bigshot, important man) and up until 
now would not receive the gospel. 
I had to get the painting done, but 
my conscience touched me so I called 
the brother helping me and said, 
‘Let us go.’ Arriving there, I found 
the grown sons waiting me with 
machetes (huge knives), and they 
told me they would cut off my head 
if I had a prayer there. I decided I 
would not fear, and I closed my eyes, 
sang a song, and prayed. This old 
man brought his machete, laid it at 
my feet, bowed his pompous white 
head, and asked me to pray for him 
for he wanted to accept the gospel.” 
Our hearts rejoiced as we wor- 

shiped the Lord with these Christians, 
and we were humbled by their appre- 
ciation of our visit. We were servants 
of their great King, and they treated 
us as they would treat the visit of 
the King Himself. It touched our 
hearts deeply. After the service they 
took us to the parsonage which they 
had whitewashed and recovered with 
grass, and where they had prepared 
dinner for us. Later, they accompanied 
us halfway down the mountain, sing- 
ing hymns as we descended the wind- 
ing mountain trail.

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A BACKSLIDDEN KING’S PRAYER, PSALM 51 


On reading this great confessional psalm by David, 
who had reached enviable heights of spiritual relation- 
ship with God to fall to a low level of morality, one can’t 
help thinking about the sweet and beautiful 23rd Psalm, 
which was written by him years before. I believe David 
recalls the beautiful verses of this sweetest of his 
sweet psalms as a matter of consolation for himself and 
a hope of restoration to fellowship with the Good Shep- 
herd. : 

Notice the phrase, “He restoreth my soul.” As David 
cried out, “Restore unto me the joy of thy salvation,” in 
this prayer, he admitted that he had fallen from fellow- 
ship with God and desired more than anything in the 
world a restoration. , 

In his prayer he did that which backsliders dislike to 
do, and certainly there are many who have not and 
never will; but notice how directly he goes about his 
confession, “against thee.” It takes real manhood or 
womanhood to make-a confession like that. Many times 
people find it rather easy to offer apologies and confes- 
sions to each other because they consider it such a light 
matter; but when one is brought to the full consciousness 
of his condemnation unto death, the judgment, and hell 
itself, because of his sin, and that his sins are not only 
against his neighbor but against God His Creator, the best 
friend man could have, he discovers that he is confronted 
with the most terrific problem to be thought of: He must 
actually know that when he confesses, he is confessing 
to God. Confession in no other way will bring to him 
relief. He must feel the awe, the terror, and the fearful- 
ness in having fallen into the hands of the living God. 

David’s prayer falls into several petitions. First, conscious 
of his sin, fully aware of his condemnation, no hope of 
giving an acceptable excuse, he cries out, “Have mercy 
upon me, O God, according to thy lovingkindness.” Uriah 
was dead; he couldn’t ask forgiveness from him. Bath- 
sheba with whom he had committed adultery was alive 
and, no doubt, she was willing to forgive and ask for- 
giveness on her own part, and they could have forgotten 
each other, but forgiveness from her and even from Uriah, 
had he been living, would not have settled this score. 
Neither could either of them extended to him the real 
abiding, heart-consoling and comforting forgiveness that 
he needed. That could be granted only by God Himself 
through His lovingkindness and tender mercy. No matter 
what conditions might attend that forgiveness, it must 
come from God. 

Second, so it is that forgiveness for which he prays. 
“Hide thy face from my sins, and blot out all mine iniqui- 
ties.” There are many people who often say, “Yes, I’ll for- 
give you but I shall never forget your trespass against 
me.” No doubt, David had met people of that disposition; 
but that wasn’t the kind of forgiveness he wanted. He 
wanted his slate wiped clean; he wanted to reach that 
place that God could look at him with His benignant 
smiles again. He knew that as long as this sin was upon 
him, God could not look at him. He was praying for that 
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very thing that is granted to all who confess their sins, 
for we are told in 1 John 1:9 that if we confess our sins, 
He is faithful and just to forgive us, and to cleanse us 
from all unrighteousness. And Paul tells us that in Jesus 
we have redemption through His blood, even the for- 
giveness of sins. A teacher once said to a class of small 
boys, “God sees everything.” “No, He doesn’t,” said one 
of the boys. “Of course He sees everything.” But again the 
boy replied, “He doesn’t see my sins because He has cov- 
ered them with the blood of Jesus.” David wanted his 
sins covered. One of the happiest thoughts a person could 
have who has fallen from grace is that there is restoration 
for him through the blood of Jesus Christ which blots 
out his transgressions forever. St. John was very thought- 
ful in giving us these words of encouragement: “My 
little children, these things I write unto you that you 
sin not, but if any man sin he hath an advocate with the 
Father, Jesus Christ the righteous, and he is the propitia- 
tion for our sins, and not for ours only but for the whole 
world. This shows us clearly that the blood of Christ will 
cover the erring Christian’s sins when he confesses, as 
well as that of the person who has never known the joys 
of sins forgiven. It takes repentance and confession, just 
like David was doing, for the backslider to obtain spiritual 
restoration, and in the light of what Simon Peter said, 
in Acts 3:19, every person who finds himself under the 
condemnation of sin, whether a backslider or one who 
has never known the Lord Jesus, should “repent... and 
be converted that your sins may be blotted out, when 
the time of refreshing shall come from the presence of 
the Lord.” 

Third, David was awakened to the indiscreetness of 
his conduct, and prayed for wisdom. Notice how humbly 
he prayed, “In the hidden part thou shalt make me to 
know wisdom.” He knew that this would be the result 
of his restoration to friendship with God. In other words, 
he would remember this sad experience and never be guilty 
again. He admitted that he had acted foolishly. Although 
he was king of Israel, in this matter he had acted like a 
fool. 

The fourth phase of his prayer was for cleansing. “Wash 
me thoroughly from mine iniquity, and cleanse me from 
my sin. Purge me with hyssop, and.I shall be clean: wash 
me, and I shall be whiter than snow. Create in me a 
clean heart, O God; and renew a right spirit within me.” 
His very mind, heart, and soul cried out for that purity 
that he had before he committed the “great transgression.” 
He was willing to submit his very life to any condition 
God might desire in bringing this to pass. He wanted a 
heart so clean and undefiled that it would be a new 
heart. He wanted his spirit so renewed that it would be a 
right spirit. The Israelites dipped hyssop, a plant with a 
large leaf, in blood and applied it to the lintels and door- 
posts of their houses. One will remember that it wasn’t 
the Israelites who were to see the blood on the lintel 
and doorposts, but the death angel was to see it, and, 
seeing it, he passed over them, sparing the firstborn of 
the home. David wanted his soul and very life so purged 
and cleansed from his transgression, and any tendency 
in him that might lead him to commit such a sin, that 
he would never be guilty again. He wanted to be purged 
(purified) until he would be whiter than snow. In this 
connection it is very easy to see that he was praying not 
only for forgiveness of sins, which is equivalent to praying 
for the new birth, but also for heart purity, a complete 
purging from “sin in the flesh.” 
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In the fifth place, David prayed for restoration of com- 
panionship. “Cast me not away from thy presence; and 
take not thy Holy Spirit from me.” One of the features 
of the life that is saved and sanctified through the 
precious blood of the Lord Jesus is protection from the 
wiles of the devil. All Christians are attacked by sin many 
times along their pilgrimage to the celestial city, but the 
blood of the everlasting covenant is sufficient to keep 
them so completely covered that they will be vaccinated 
against the devil, and “if we walk in the light as he is in 
the light, we have fellowship one with another, and the 
blood of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us from all sin.” 

Another great point in his prayer was for restoration 
of joy. “Restore unto me the joy of thy salvation; and 
uphold me with thy free Spirit.” Once he is restored 
to fellowship, he doesn’t want to have the lingering mem- 
ory of his sin, which would intimidate him; but he wanted 


the same kind of joy, the joy of God’s salvation, com- 
plete deliverance, that he had before his sin; and he 
tells God that he will show his appreciation for such 
mercy and joy by teaching transgressors “thy ways.” 
Then he said, “Sinners shall be converted unto thee.” 
David was a very unhappy man, and, of course, that 
is the condition of all backsliders. In fact, there was 
no real happiness, but finally great and terrible sorrow, 
shame, and embarrassment to the prodigal son until 
he returned unto his father in full penitence. So it is 
with all who leave God’s presence and God’s church to 
go out into the world to indulge in its sinful pleasure 
and folly. So backslider, do as David and the prodigal did 
—come to yourself, get up, go back to the altar, and in 
genuine repentance obtain restoration of salvation and the 
thrill of that lost joy will be restored to you as it was to 
the prodigal and David.

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Christian Perfection 


Sermon preached on ‘’The Church of God Hour,’’ Radio Station 
WVOK, Birmingham, Alabama, March 26, 1950, by BILLY 
SUNDAY MYERS. Rev. M. D. Harwood, Director, P. O. Box 


185, Bessemer, Ala. 


For this initial Church of God pro- 
gram, I am preaching from this much 
misunderstood subject, “Christian 
Perfection.” That there is a perfec- 
tion that Christians may obtain in 
this life is made so plain in the 
Bible that none but “truth dodgers” 
and “holiness fighters” ever try to 
deny. That this perfection is man- 
datory; i. e., definitely demanded of 
Christians in this life, is made plain 
by such Scriptures as Matt. 5:48, 
which reads, “Be ye therefore perfect, 
even as your Father which is in heav- 
en is perfect.” 

These are the words of our Lord, 
and they are the Scripture’s most 
positive command for “freedom from 
sin in this life.” Of course, I know 
that when we raise the subject of 
“Christian Perfection,” the devil takes 
the advantage of men’s mental in- 
capacities, and physical infirmities 
and hoists a bugbear before their eyes 
that very nearly frightens them to 
death. The devil is hobbyhorsical and 
hobgoblin, and will run you clear out 
of God’s honey land with his frightful 
apparitions if you let him. You can 
always detect his scarecrows, however, 
if you will keep close to Jesus and 
full of the Holy Ghost. 

Yes, just mention “Christian per- 
fection,” and some plug-hat preacher 
will start ranting and raging and cry- 
ing up, “Incredible, incredible, that we 
should even think of being perfect in 
this life!” Why not, my friend, give 
it a most serious thought, when Jesus 
definitely demanded it, and when the 
Bible has such a cloud of witnesses 
to its attainment. God has never 
commanded one thing that is impos- 
sible for us. Should He demand the 
impossible, what kind of a God would 
He be? My listening friends and kins- 
men in the Lord, please for Jesus’ 
sake, and for the sake of your own 
soul, don’t let the devil’s swindlers 
sell your spiritual inheritance down 
the trash skid. Now, pull your 
thoughts together, be candid and 
willing to accept the truth in its

simplicity. Come, let us reason togeth- 
er. Come, let us see what this perfec- 
tion is which God so forcefully de- 
mands that we have in this life; 

Three Degrees of Perfection Taught 
in the Bible—“Absolute,” “Angelic,” 
“Christian” 


First, understand this. There are 
three degrees of perfection taught in 
the Bible: namely, absolute, angelic, 
Christian. Absolute perfection, the 
first of these, belongs to God, and 
God alone; it embraces omnipotence, 
omniscience, and omnipresence; i. e., 
it has all power, all knowledge, and 
is everywhere present. The angels 
don’t have this degree of perfection, 
and never will. The second of these, 
angelic perfection, preluded all 
physcial infirmities, and mental in- 
capacities. We shall never reach this 
perfection in this life, but we shall in 
the resurrection and glorification of 
our bodies. Jesus said, in Matt. 20:30 
“In the resurrection...they are as 
the angels of God in heaven.” From 
this we see that the glorious resur- 
rection confers on us angelic perfec- 
tion. All physical diseases will be 
eliminated, and that streak of insanity 
which runs through every brain as a 
result of the fall will be healed, so 
that we may think right and judge 
correctly in all matters as now the 
angels do. We shall never attain this 
until the resurrection of our body. 

Listen to this: In Phil. 3:12, Paul 
says, “Not as though I were already 
perfect”; but just three verses follow- 
ing the same, Paul said, “Let...as 
many as be perfect, be thus minded.” 
Here he mentions two perfections, the 
former he has not reached, the lat- 
ter he has. The first mentioned is the 
perfection of our bodies in the resur- 
rection. This is proved by the preced- 
ing verse, which reads: “If by any 
means I might attain unto the resur- 
rection of the dead.” The second per- 
fection, which he declared to be the 
present state of many is “Christian 
perfection.” And it now devolves upon 
us to explain what this is. 


In short, it is the perfection of 
moral character. Christian perfection 
does not perfect our mind; i. e., our 
intellect; nor does it perfect our phys- 
ical body, i. e., it does not eliminate 
physical infirmities. It perfects mora 
character. “And what does this ac 
tually do for us?” It is the elimination 
of all sin. If you will open your eyes 
just halfway, you can see that when- 
ever perfection is required of us in 
this life, it always means the elimi- 
nation of all sin from soul and body. 

Now, in the light of this, notice how 
easily our text is explained. “Be ye 
therefore perfect, even as your Fa- 
ther in heaven” does not mean that 
we are to be infallible like God; nor 
does it mean that we are to be im- 
peccable like God. It simply means 
that our hearts washed in the blood 
of Jesus are as pure and clean as 
heaven can make them. “Be perfect” 
means be perfectly clean, perfectly 
pure, as clean as the blood of Christ 
can make a soul. “He hath perfected 
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forever them that ARE sanctified, ra a 


Heb. 10:14. “Perfected forever” doe 
not mean that you are infallible; it 
means if you are sanctified you are 
as clean as you can ever be in this 
life. 

In the light of this definition, let 
us read a few passages of scripture, 
and comment on them briefly. (But 
before we read, let me tell you this; 
it is the devil’s job, being assisted by 
counterfeit preachers, to bungle these 
three perfections, lump the sum, and 
confuse the unattainable with the at- 
tainable. and thereby cheat you out 
of your spiritual birthright. The devil 
has lost his sanctity but not his saga- 
city; he is wise to do evil, and will 
outwit you every time unless you 
choose the infallible and unerring 
Word of God as your guide in all 


things.) 
The first example of perfection a 


cite you to is that of our father Abra- 
ham, and you will find it in Gen. 17:1, 
“And when Abram was ninety years 
old and nine, the Lord appeared to 
Abram, and said unto him, I am the 
Almighty God; walk before me, and 
be thou perfect.” At this, Abram fell 
upon his face before God in full sur- 
render. Then God confirmed His 
covenant with him, and informed him 
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that his name was changed from 
Abram to Abraham. The only dif- 
ference in the Hebrew form of spell- 
ing his name would be the letter “h” 
which changes it from Abram to 
Abraham. What does the change of 
his name signify? A name in the 
Bible was often put for nature or 
character; for example, Nabal: “As 
his name is so is he.” A change of 
one’s name by the Lord signifies a 
change of his nature or character. 
“Abram” means “High Father.” God 
gave him this name at his conversion 
to signify that he had been lifted from 
the deep pit of sin and his feet placed 
on the high plain of justification. 
“High Father” really illustrates 
“justifcation by faith,” which pre- 
pared him in the councils of God to 
represent the whole family of faith. 
Hence, he became the paternal rep- 
resentative of all God’s children. 
Abraham, in this sense, stands at the 
head of the visible church. 

For many years Abraham lived in 
this initial stage of righteousness, un- 
til at length God appeared to him 
again: i. e., in a second epochal ex- 
perience; namely, “perfection,” which 
is simply another Bible term for en- 
tire sanctification. In this, God 
changed his name again from Abram 
(high father), to Abraham (father of 
nations). The letter “h” was inserted 
to make the difference. Great He- 
brew scholars tell us that in the 
Hebrew tongue the letter “h” is pro- 
nounced with a deep asperation, rep- 
resenting a strong breathing. The 
Bible application is simply this— 
when God perfected Abram’s heart 
in holiness, He breathed into his na- 
ture an exalted measure of grace 
and righteousness. Thus, we see that 
this perfection carried the thought of 
a moral change, and simply means 
that Abraham was sanctified when 
God said, “Be perfect.” 

Some time ago there fell into my 
hand a book written by one of the 
world’s champion “holiness fighters.” 
In his bungled catachresis he made 
a comment on Abraham’s perfection, 
and said, “Perfection in the Bible 
simply means sincerity.” Now this is 
exactly right; but, dear listener, the 
root meaning of “sincerity” is per- 
fectly synonymous with that of moral 
perfection. But why did he suggest 
the word “sincerity”? Because he 
knew that in the mind of the unlet- 
tered and unspiritual the word is not 
as strong and forceful as the word 
“perfection.” His design was obviously 
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to weaken the commandment of God 
by weakening the term, and leave 
the people with a mongrel religion; 
i. e., a sinning religion. All sinning 
religion is mongrel. 

Let me prove the point of argument 
from Paul’s testimony, 2 Cor. 1:12: 
“For our rejoicing is this, the testi- 
mony of our conscience, that in sim- 
plicity and godly sincerity, not with 
fleshly wisdom, but by the grace of 
God...” Where the English version 
reads “godly sincerity,” the Greek, 
we are told, literally reads, “Godly 
purity”; i. e., purity such as Christ 
possesses; unmixed purity; purity free 
from every foul element or foreign 
matter. When you go to the root of 
our English word “sincerity,” you find 
it to mean precisely the same thing. 
It originates from the Latin “sincer- 
us,” which is derived from the 
compound “sine” (without) and 
“cera” (wax), literally “without wax,” 
honey separated from the wax, or 
pure strained honey. The Bible appli- 
cation is simple; it means “the pure 
love of God without mixture of any 
sin whatsoever.” 

From this we see that Christian 
perfection is that work of God’s grace 
whereby the heart is purified from 
the wax of inbred sin and left brim 
full of the strained honey of perfect 
love. First Peter 2:2, speaks of the 
“sincere word of God,” meaning, of 
course, that the Bible is inspired of 
the Holy Ghost, and is not gummed 
up or waxed over with any uninspired 
tommyrot of the carnal mind. The 
same thing holds true of this good 
religion; we serve God with “sinceri- 
ty of heart,” i. e., we love Him with 
all of our soul, mind and strength: 
positively nothing left to serve the 
devil with. God has all of our heart; 
He holds preeminence in all of our 
affection, our motives, our desires. We 
are His purchased possession, bought 
with His own blood. We are not our 
own; we are His. He redeemed us from 
the devil’s pawnshop; and when you 
hear someone preaching that we must 
remain defiled with sin, or we must 
commit sin, he is saying in effect that 
Jesus Christ claims something over 
which the devil has dominion. That 
preacher who preaches a mongrel re- 
ligion is nothing less than counterfeit; 
he is one of the biggest humbugs that 
walks upon terra firma. 

Jesus said in words so simple a way- 
faring man, though fool, need not err 
therein. What? “You cannot serve God 
and mammon.” You cannot serve two 


masters, God and Satan, at the same 
time. Darkness and light will not mix. 
You can’t be right and wrong at the 
same time. “He that is born of God 
doth not commit sin; for his seed re- 
maineth in him, and he cannot sin, 
because he is born of God.” Notice, 
the language is as strong as God 
could put it—‘“He that is born of God 
cannot sin.” There is but one way to 
logically interpret this “cannot sin.” 
It is not an infallible “cannot,” but 
rather a moral cannot. Let me illys- 
trate: He that is honest cannot steal. 
An honest man cannot steal, but he 
can lay aside his honesty and steal; 
but the moment he does this he is 
no longer honest, for he becomes a 
thief. A truthful man cannot lie, but 
he can forfeit his truthfulness and 
then lie; then he becomes a liar. 
Neither can a Christian commit sin; 
he can, however, throw off his moral 
robe of righteousness and sin but then 
he is no longer a Chrisitan but a sin- 
ner. 

The holiness doctrine on the sin 
question is simply this: Any man can 
sin; any man may sin; but no man 
MUST sin. Isn’t this reasonable? 

“Moral perfection” has always been 
God’s highest standard. Listen to Lev. 
22:21, “And whosoever offereth a sac- 
rifice unto the Lord...it shall be 
perfect to be accepted; there shall 
be no blemish therein.” Agreeable to 
this Old Testament standard is that 
of the New, eternally verified in Rom. 
12:1, 2, “I beseech you therefore, 
brethren, by the mercies of God, that 
ye present your bodies a living sacri- 
fice, holy, acceptable unto God, which 
is your reasonable service. And be not 
conformed to this world: but be ye 
transformed by the renewing of your 
mind, that ye may prove what is that 
good, and acceptable, and perfect will 
of God.” 

It is understood by all that the sac- 
rifice upon the altar represented the 
offerer. The character of both must 
harmonize; must be identical. Now, 
God says, “The sacrifice must be per- 
fect to be accepted; there shall be 
no blemish in it.” It is a strange thing 
to me that men will stand in the 
sacred pulpit and preach that all 
Christians are tainted with sin and 
must remain so as long as they live 
in this lower world, when God plainly 
said, “It must be perfect to be ac- 
cepted: there must be no blemish in 
it.” Man is sanctified by the blood of 
Christ, and then offers his body a

BEARING THE STANDARD

“So shall they fear the name of the 
Lord from the west, and his glory from 
the rising of the sun. When the ene- 
my shall come in like a flood, the 
Spirit of the Lord shall lift up a 
standard against him,” Isa. 59:19. 

Standard—That which is_ estab- 
lished by authority as a fixed rule 
or measure.—Webster. 

The time is upon us when we must 
show our colors in the very face of 
the enemy. The forces of evil are 
abounding more than ever before. 
The world, in all of its folly, is cer- 
tainly showing its colors. Hollywood 
has issued the statement, “Movies are 
better than ever,” to all of their pro- 
moters throughout the world. Every 
time you look in your daily paper, 
these words are portrayed before 


your eyes. Yes, movies are better than. 


ever, looking at it from a worldly 
standpoint. There are more nude 
bodies of women flashed on the screen 
than ever before. Pictures are more 
sexual than ever before. More crime 
is flashed before young and innocent 
children than ever before, and the 
children are trying the same things 
they have seen on the screen, “be- 
cause the culprit got by with it.” Yes, 
in bright colors the world is showing 
its colors. Modernism is showing its 
ugly head to teeming millions who 
are accepting it. They hold for a stand- 
ard: No deity in Christ; no power in 
the blood no repentance necessary— 
sign a card; join the church; be bap- 
tized,that’s all. Communism is being 
taught and practiced a great deal right 
here in our own United States. Catholi- 
cism, which is growing by leaps and 
bounds, has a ritualistic form of wor- 
ship. They are actually specializing in 
idol worship right here in our own civi- 
lized America. They are leaving Christ 
out as Mediator and looking to some 
ungodly priest for intercession. At an 
N. A. E. district meeting which I was 
privileged to attend in Des Moines 
recently, we were told by a man who 
really knew, “Communism is _ not 
America’s greatest threat, as is com- 
monly thought, but Catholicism. Their 
tactics of evangelism are leading thou- 
sands astray.” 

The standard is highly prized in war. 
It has engraved on it all the great 
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Rev. C. H. Franklin 


battles which have been fought vic- 
toriously in the various fields of bat- 
tle. It is a great disgrace to lose the 
standard in any battle, and so, as a 
result, many brave men have died 
around the standard-bearer. How 
much greater should we prize the 
standard of Pentecost and this good 
old way? Our standard is HOLINESS, 
which is first and foremost. We have 
a conqueror on our side who has never 
lost a battle. He is the great Holy 
Ghost, the Third Person of the God- 
head. Isaiah says, “The Spirit of the 
Lord shall lift up a standard against 
him.” How many times the Holy Ghost 
has fought battles with principalities 
around us, we shall never know. Many 
times the enemy has come in like a 
flood, and the Spirit of the Lord has 
lifted up the standard against him. 

In Jer. 4:6, we read, “Set up the 
standard toward Zion: retire, stay not; 
for I will bring evil from the north, 
and a great destruction.” The word 
“Zion,” of course, means the church. 
If there was ever a time when mem- 
bers of the Church of God need to 
hold up the standard it is the time in 
which we are now living. Many are 
letting down on the standard and 
marring the honor of the church. 

Let us look back at the definition 
of standard. Our church has fixed 
rules which were established by au- 
thority of God, not man. These are 
rules to be obeyed in the fear of God. 


The other day I received a letter from 
a member here at our local church. 
In this letter our sister asked that 
her name be removed as a member of 
this church. She said that she had 
nothing against the people here but 
‘she “did not like the man-made laws 
of the Church of God.” Now if anyone 
can show me a teaching of the Church 
of God which is not entirely backed 
up by God’s Holy Writ, the Bible, I 
will be inclined to agree with this 
sister; but if you will check you 
Minutes, you will notice that after 
each teaching the scripture is there 
to back it up. If you believe the Bible, 
then you must believe the teachings 
of the Church. 

In “bearing the standard,” we must 
be faithful all the way, because the 
Bible says, in Matt. 24:14, “But he 
that shall endure to the end the same 
shall be saved.” Let us keep the blood- 
stained banner of holiness wayjing 
high, live a life above reproach, and 
continue walking in the light, and in 
that way we shall heap honor unto 
God, unto the Church, and, last of all, 
unto ourselves.

Verse 16, “He that believeth and 
is baptized shall be saved; but he that 
believeth not shall be damned.” And

world might know them that wer 
His. And in Luke 24:49 He is telling 
them to first tarry in the city of 
Jerusalem until they be endued with 
power from on high. For about three 
and one-half years, Jesus had been 
their Teacher, their Comforter, their 
Guide, their Redeemer, their Healer, 
and their Keeper; now the time had 
come for them to separate, and this 
glorious Person who had come that 
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they might have life, was going back 
to His Father in heaven. He knew they 
could not live a holy life in this 
world of sin without one of the Trin- 
ity to go with them; so He told them 
if they loved Him to keep His com- 
mandments, and He would pray the 
Father and He would send them an- 
other comforter that he might abide 
with them forever (John 14:15-17).

@::: see what Luke 10:17-20 says: 
“And the seventy returned again with 
joy, saying, Lord, even the devils are 
subject unto us through thy name. 
And he said unto them, I beheld Satan 
as lightning fall from heaven. Behold, 
I give unto you power to tread on 
serpents and scorpions, and over all 
the power of the enemy; and nothing 
shall by any means hurt you. Not- 
withstanding, in this rejoice not, 
that the spirits are subject unto you; 
but rather rejoice, because your names 
are written in heaven.” Surely a sin- 
ner’s name would not be written in 
heaven, but only those who have been 
born of the Spirit of God. 

In the 17th chapter of St. John, 
Jesus prayed for His disciples to be 
sanctified, and He said, “I pray not 

or the world, but for them which 
@:: hast given me; for they are 

hine. They are not of the world, even 
as I am not of the world. And for 
their sakes I sanctify myself, that 
they also might be sanctified through 
the truth.” 

Listen, friends, the Son of God also 
prayed for you and me, who believe 
on Him through the Word of His 
servants, for He said in this prayer, 
“Neither pray I for these alone, but 
for them also which shall believe on 
me through their word,” John 17:20. 
What a Saviour! Who would remem- 
ber us even before we came into this 
world, and provide this wonderful sal- 
vation for us through His shed blood 
on the cross. Yet, there are so many 
people today denying this way and 
trampling the precious blood of Jesus 
under their feet. So many have a form 

godliness and deny the power of 

od to set them free from sin. Some 
of the world’s so-called greatest 
preachers never mention in their pul- 
pits sanctification or the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost. They tell the people 
that the flesh sins as long as they stay 
in the world. They are also deceiving 
multitudes by getting them to sign 
a card and say they are going to live 
better. Beloved, such as that will never 
take anyone to heaven. There is just 
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one way to that city, and that is the 
way of the cross—old-time, blood- 
bought, Holy Ghost salvation is the 
only thing. 

Jesus told Nicodemus, that great 
ruler of the Jews, “Except a,man be 
born again, he cannot see the kingdom 
of God,’ John 3:1-3. No doubt this 
man was well educated and wealthy— 
having all of this world’s good heart 
could wish for, but he knew nothing 
about the way of salvation. Jesus told 
him he must be born again. Heb. 
13:12 tells us that Jesus suffered with- 
out the gate to sanctify the people 
with His own blood; that is, to cleanse 
us thoroughly from sin and bring 
us back to the holy state in which 
God intended us to live. He created 
us in His own likeness and image 
(Gen. 1:27). Eph. 1:4, “According as 
he hath chosen us in him before the 
foundation of the world, that we 
should be holy and without blame 
before him in love.” Before Jesus went 
back to heaven He told His disciples, 
“If ye love me, keep my command- 
ments. And I will pray the Father, 
and he shall give you another Com- 
forter, that he may abide with you for 
ever; even the Spirit of truth; whom 
the world cannot receive, because it 
seeth him not, neither knoweth 
him: but ye know him; for 
he dwelleth with you, and shall be 
in you,” John 14:15-17. 

On the day of Pentecost, after that 
wonderful address Peter gave unto 
the people, they became convicted and 
began to say, “Men and brethren, 
what shall we do?” Then Peter said 
unto them, “Repent, and be baptized 
every one of you in the name of Jesus 
Christ for the remission of sins, and 
ye shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. For the promise is unto you, 
and to your children, and to all that 
are afar off, even as many as the 
Lord our God shall call,” Acts 2:38, 39. 
In Acts 19, we find where Paul, while 
traveling, came to Ephesus, and find- 
ing some of John’s disciples, said unto 
them, “Have ye received the Holy 
Ghost since ye believed? And they said 
unto him, We have not so much as 
heard whether there be any Holy 
Ghost. And he said unto them, Unto 
what then were ye baptized? 
And they said, Unto John’s 
baptism. Then said Paul, John verily 
baptized with the baptism of repent- 
ance, saying unto the people, that 
they should believe on him which 
should come after him, that is, on 
Christ Jesus. When they heard this, 
they were baptized in the name of 


the Lord Jesus. And when Paul had 
laid his hands upon them, the Holy 
Ghost came on them; and they spake 
with tongues, and prophesied,” Acts 
19:2-6. 

Beloved, here was a group of 
honest-hearted people who had not 
heard about the Holy Ghost, but 
when Paul told them about this won- 
derful experience they were willing 
to accept it. However, there are many 
today whose eyes are blinded with 
unbelief, and they won’t hear us; 
they are establishing their own right- 
eousness the easy way. The way of 
holiness and speaking with other 
tongues is a way that is despised by 
the world today, yet in Heb. 12:14, 
Paul tells us to follow peace with all 
men and holiness without which no 
man shall see God. God said, “Be ye 
holy, for I am holy.” Yes, God is a 
holy God; heaven is a holy place; 
the angels are holy; the Son is holy; 
the Holy Ghost is holy; so, if we want 
to see God in peace, we must be holy. 
It is God’s will that everyone of His 
children follow on to know Him 
(Hosea 6:3). It is His will that every- 
one receive the Holy Ghost. It was His 
command to the early Church, and it 
is His command to us today. Then, 
if we have the Holy Ghost, He wants 
us to encourage others to follow on 
to know Him.

Matt. 7:21, 22, “Not every one that 
saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall enter 
into the kingdom of heaven; but he 
that doeth the: will of my Father 
which is in heaven. Many will say to 
me in that day, Lord, Lord, have we 
not prophesied in thy name? and in 
thy name have cast out devils? and 
in thy name done many wonderful 
works?” 

May I call your attention to the 
sayings of our Lord Jesus in His Ser- 
mon on the Mount? also, to Paul’s 
teachings given to the Galatians in 
Ch. 2:21, “I do not frustrate the grace 
of God: for if righteousness come by 
the law, then Christ is dead in vain.” 

The word “frustrate” means to 
make void, to reject, to refuse, to re- 
gard as unnecessary and needless. It 
is clear that if righteousness comes by 
the law, the grace of God is no longer 
required. It is useless and needless. 
I propose in this message to bring 
forth an indictment against this 
sordid and soul-destroying doctrine. 

This erroneous doctrine arises part- 
ly from “ignorance,” for men are ig- 
norant of the law of God, heart purity, 
and of what holiness really is. If 
they knew that even an evil thought 
is a breach of justice, and that the 
law once broken in any print is al- 
together violated, they would be at 
once convinced that there can be no 
righteousness by the law to those who 
have already lived in grief of it. Self- 
righteousness is natural to our fallen 
race of humanity. He who worships 
his idols will torture himself, will fast, 
will pray long, will go to church, will 
pay the sick many special visits, will 
pay his tithes right up to the penny, 
will perform long errands or pilgrim- 
ages, and do or endure anything in 
order to merit eternal salvation. His- 
tory tells us that the Romish Church 
holds up continually before the eyes 
ot its adherents the price to be paid 
and earned by self-denial, by penance, 
by prayers, by hardships, or by sacra- 
ments, or by other performances of 
man. Very religious are they indeed, 
and full of works, full of self- 
righteousness, full of performances, 
but no real living faith in the merits 
and blood of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
“By grace are ye saved through faith; 
and that not of yourselves: it is the 
gift of God: not of works, lest any 
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man should boast. For we are his 
workmanship, created in Christ Jesus 
unto good works, which God hath be- 
fore ordained that we should walk in 
them,” Eph. 2:8-10. What is faith? 
Faith is believing that Christ is what 
He is said to be, that He will do what 
He has promised to do, and expecting 
this of Him. It is made up of three 
different things: knowledge, belief, 
and trust. “Incline your ear, and come 
unto me, hear and your soul shall 
live.” Such was the word of the an- 
cient prophet, and it is the word of 
the gospel still. Faith still comes by 
hearing, and hearing by the Word 
of God. 

Sin is darkness, weakness, death. 
Some seek to cover their sins, but “he 
that covereth his sin shall not pros- 
per.” Some try to justify themselves 
in sin, but this is impossible, because 
each one is condemned by his own 
conscience. Some study philosophy, 
some read amusing fiction, some re- 
form their lives and mend their ways. 
All these expedients must fail. They 
have all failed. There is only one way 
to get rid of sin and dead works, and 
that is to “repent and be converted, 
that your sins may be blotted out.” 
The mistake of this world is in the 
belief that all blessedness is found 
in withholding. This awful blunder is 
manifested in the way men use their 
neighbors. They cherish their friend- 
ship for what they can make out of 
them. Many love their country for 
what they hope to get out of it. Many 
church members have no use for the 
church except so far as they can 
make the church serve them. It has 
always been the unsanctified man’s 
desire to establish himself here in this 
world, so as to be able to command 
a hearing or following. He will join 
any kind of lodge, secret society, or 
other kind of order, whether right or 
wrong, in order to be commanding. 
The world is inviting. The pull of the 


‘ world is on every side. Men are grab- 


bing with all their might to get a 
stronghold on every string they pos- 
sibly can in order to secure themselves 
and make themselves more command- 
ing. 

Why are people lost? First of all, 
because of what they are and do 
themselves. Psalm 51:5, “Behold, I was 
shapen in iniquity; and in sin did my 


mother conceive me.” David did not 
mean that there was sin connected 
with the act of his mother’s concep- 
tion, or in bearing him, but that he 
came into this world with a sinful, 
carnal nature. God’s Word teaches 
us that we are all by nature the chil- 
dren of wrath (Eph. 2:3). I say to 
you, men are lost because of what they 
are—fallen creatures, sinners by 
nature, aliens to God, strangers to 
His grace, without God, and witho 

hope; but God gave His only pesotic 
Son that through Him we might be 
saved, and Jesus said, Luke 19:10, 
“For the Son of man is come to seek 
and to save that which was lost.” 


Here is one of the wonders of God’s 
grace, Paul said, “For if we would 
judge ourselves, we should not be 
judged. But when we are judged, we 
are chastened of the Lord, that we 
should not be condemned with the 
world.” I have always seen and be- 
lieved that God expressed His dis- 
pleasure in the sickness, weakness, and 
physical death of many of the mem- 
bers in the church at Corinth. Oh, 
the marvel of the grace of God, that 
He gives us the privilege of sitting 
in judgment on ourselves, correcting 
the thing that is wrong, getting it out 
of our lives, confessing it to the Lord 
and thereby escaping the “rod” 4 
God! 

In Jer. 2:17-20, we read, “Hast thou 
not procured this unto thyself, in 
that thou hast forsaken the Lord thy 
God, when he led thee by the way? 
And now what hast thou to do in the 
way of Egypt, to drink the waters of 
Sihor? or what hast thou to do in 
the way of Assyria, to drink the waters 
of the river? Thine own wickedness 
shall correct thee, and thy backslid- 
ings shall reprove thee: know there- 
fore and see that it is an evil thing 
and bitter, that thou hast forsaken 
the Lord thy God, and that my fear 
is not in thee, saith the Lord God of 
hosts. For old time I have broken 
thy yoke, and burst thy bands; and 
thou saidst, I will not transgress; 
when upon every high hill and under 


every green tree thou wanderest, playg@m® 
ing the harlot.” Yes, “religious b 


lost’! It does not matter how religious 
we are, or how zealous we appear to 
be, unless we have really been born 
again of the Spirit of God, all our good 
deeds cannot save us from the pangs 
of torment. Hear the Word of God: 
“He that believeth on the Son hath 
everlasting life: and he that believeth 
not the Son shall not see life; but the 
wrath of God abideth on him,” John 
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3:36. In order to maintain our new- 
birth experience, Jesus provided heart 
purity for all His children that they 
should be kept from evil, bear much 
fruit, and be one. 

Isaiah said, “And when ye spread 
forth your hands, I will hide mine 
eyes from you; yea, when ye make 
many prayers, I will not hear: your 
hands are full of blood. Wash ye, 
make you ciean; put away the evil 
of your doings from before mine eyes; 
cease to do evil; learn to do well; seek 
judgment, relieve the oppressed, judge 
the fatherless, plead for the widow,” 
Ch. 1:15-17. Why was the Lord dis- 
pleased with their worship? Was it 
not because of its insincerity? Let 
God’s gracious Word anwer that. “Ah 
sinful nation, a people laden with 
iniquity, a seed of evildoers, children 
that are corrupters: they have for- 
saken the Lord, they have provoked 
the Holy One of Israel unto anger, 


they are gone away backward,” 
Isa. 1:4. 
Yes, this was a rebellious, self- 


righteous, insincere, zealous and de- 
ceived nation of people, yet they were 
very, very religious, but lost. It is an 
awful thing to be deceived. Therefore, 
Paul said, “Be not deceived; God is 
not mocked: for whatsoever a man 
soweth that shall he also reap,” 
Gal. 6:7. 

I could go on and on, giving you 
scripture after scripture, showing you 
the folly and danger of false worship 
and insincerity. No wonder Jesus said, 
“Not every one that saith unto me, 
Lord, Lord, shall enter into the king- 
dom of heaven; but he that doeth the 
will of my Father which is in heaven.” 
Can we imagine anything more serious 
and tragic than a person going 
through life as a religionist, doing re- 
ligious works, thinking all the time 
that because of these he is saved, and 
finally hearing the Lord say, I never 
knew you.” RELIGIOUS BUT LOST!

holy sacrifice upon the altar of God 
to be filled and used of the Holy 
Spirit, resulting in the glorification of 
Christ in his life. 

Did I hear you say, “Sanctification 
in nothing but a. setting apart for 
God’s use?” You are just one-half 
right. Sanctification is a setting apart 
for God’s use, but keep this in mind: 
God will not set apart for His use an 
unclean vessel. My mother sets apart 
her cooking utensils, but not without 
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giving them a thorough washing with 
soap and water. Is my mother a better 
housekeeper than God? I think not. 

Now back to the text: “Be perfect.” 
Have you ever read how this word 
“perfect” originated? It will help you 
to understand what Christ meant 
when He said, “Be perfect.” It is a 
compound word, the former meaning 
“a sunbeam,” and the latter “to 
judge”—literally, “to judge in a sun- 
beam.” It was taken from an ancient 
custom of holding up a substance be- 
fore the sun for his rays to interpen- 
etrate it in order to reveal any foreign 
matter or impurities. The scriptural 
application is very simple and means 
that when the blood of Jesus covers 
your soul its sanctifying efficacy 
makes your heart so pure the omnis- 
cient eye of the Eternal Judge looking 
through and through you cannot see 
one particle of sin. The word “sin- 
cerity” is not less strong, because it 
means “without wax”; i. e., perfectly 
free from foreign matter. Agreeable 
to this are the words of St. John, “The 
blood of Jesus Christ cleanseth us 
from all sin.” Also the words of St. 
Paul, “Being therefore made free from 
sin, and become servants to God; 
you have your fruit unto holiness, and 
the end everlasting life.” 

Bogus theologians may wrest the 
Scriptures in a futile effort to change 
it, but it is an eternal fact that will 
stand as firm as Gibraltar through 
the flight of eternal ages. Poor un- 
saved soul, have you been taught that 
you must drag the ‘devil’s chain as 
long as you live in this world? If so, 
fly to God’s Son, Christ Jesus, and 
let Him unloose the fatal lasso thrown 
around your neck by Satan. Throw 
off the heavy yoke in the name of 
Him who drank the judgment cup 
for you on the hill of skulls. Give 


Christ a chance. He “saves to the 


uttermost.”
